Of Veto A At UNO 


New York, Nov, 24. 

No decision on the question of 
the Great Powers veto in. the 
United Nations Security Coun-; 
cj+vas reached at the meeting 
of the representatives of the Big 
Five here Jast night. 

Mr Ernest Bevin, Mr James 
Byrnes, Mr V. Molotov, M. Parodi 
and Dr Wellington Koo attended the 
meeting, with the Soviet Foreign 
Minister In the chair, 

After a discussion lasting two and 
a half hours, in which Mr Molotov 
categorically opposed any attempt 
to limit the “use of the veto, they 
decided to drop the question . and 
leave it to the Assembly. - 

After declaring that he would ‘not 
necept elther the Britlsh, United 
States or Chincse proposals, Mr 
Molotov proposed that the Big Five 
should draft o resolution asking the 
Assembly to declare: 


Firstly, that it considers inoppor- 
tune any attempt to revise tho 
United Nations Charter, and second- 
ly, that it rejects all proposals tand- 
wg to limit the use of the veto. 

Mr Molotoy said that the only
